The thoughts of men and wom­ 
en. in the written word, have been 
an inspiration to us all since tim e 
began and words have been r e ­ 
corded. But few’ words can m a tch 
the spontaneous w arm th and ex­ 
citem ent of their birth in voice 
expression! 
The 
great 
o ra to r’s 
spell is dim m ed as his words ap ­ 
p ea r in cold type 
Nevertheless, the w ritten word 
has been w hat has inspired and 
uplifted 
the 
hum an 
spirit 
down 
the ages. Nothing is so fascinat- ! 
ing as the study of words and ex ­ 
pressions as they have com e down 
to 
us 
from 
scores 
of 
scourcea 
Our 
own 
English 
language 
has 
within it the lifeblood 
of m any 
(mother. We are debtors to m o re 'I 
than we realize for the w ritten 
w o rd . 
The late Bob Davis, who I knew 
intimately for m any years, was a 
m aster of English expression. Nev­ 
er did I tire of his flow’ of words, 
his facial expression while talking, 
and the w arm and poetic stru c­ 
ture of his wolds th a t reminded 
one of the gurgling brook. But his 
written 
words 
never 
adequately 
m atched his spoken words. 
The written words of A braham 
Lincoln 
were 
significant 
largely 
because 
of 
their 
simplicity 
and 
sincerity. They were com posed in 
his heart and first uttered with 
great w arm th and feeling. T hat is 
what m akes the written word so 
often im m ortal. Like the recorded 
words of Jesus. 
It I* not the language, the style 
or the formation of words, how­ 
ever, that gives their g reatest ap­ 
peal to us.
